hen tickets for the 2002 

Winter Games went on sale 

last October, demand for 
private home rentals was immediate- 
ly strong. Demand were ratcheted up 
a notch in February, after SLOC 
started sending out confirmation let- 
ters to the hopeful throngs that 
ordered tickets. 

Despite the often overwhelming 
number of phone calls that prope 
managers are receiving and th 
numbers some homeowners 
tossed about, the rental marke 
Wasatch County is still sketchy. 

Bob Mathis, Wasatch C 
Olympic Coordinator, calls the 
demand moderate. “There is a 
demand but people are not snapping 
up everything,” says Mathis. “It’s 
more of a buyer’s market than a sell- 
er’s market.” ; 

Carolyn Hogwood agrees. 
Hogwood runs Midway Designs 
Property Management, which rents 
out homes just for the Olympics.. With

some exceptions, Hogwood says the 
average homeowner in the Heber- 
Midway area can expect to rent for 
about $100-a-night per person. In fact, 
-she is beginning to get a lot of calls 
from people looking just for a couple of 
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rooms to rent because they only plan 
to catch three or four days worth of 
action. 

While demand is strong, Hogwood 
says, she has stopped accepting 
homes for the time being until she 
catches up onthe demand. “People 
hear some of the prices people are get- 
ting and they think they can stick it to 
[spectators] for a lot of money,” says 
Hogwood. 

And for spectators who are willing 
to drive, there are still deals out there. 
Hogwood says she got a call recently 
from one spectator who found a hotel 


` room for $83 in Logan even though his 


venues are at Park City, the Rice- 
Eccles Stadium at the University of 
Utah and the E Center in West Valley 
City. “He got a room for a $83, but he’s 
going drive a $180 miles a day,” says 
Hogwood. 

Mathis puts the lack of crushing 
demand for private rentals in the 
Heber Valley in perspective.

he glare of winter 
I Olympic competition 
shone brightly on the 
Wasatch Back over the week-. 
end, .then quickly went 
away— until next February. 
Under brilliant sunny 
skies, Soldier Hollow and 
Park City Mountain Resort 
hosted their final Olympic test 
events before next year’s 
Games.

Yet part of the time last 
week, the same sun and warm 
weather that attracted specta- 
tors posed serious problems 
for the snow. Skiers had to 
power across the soft track at 
Soldier Hollow for the 
biathlon World Cup during 
the week, while snowboard- 
ers had to do the same 
Sunday during the parallel giant 


slalom at PCMR. 


But the spectator-friendly weather

brought large and rowdy crowds, 
especially for the snowboard competi- 
tion in PCMR’s new superpipe. Fans 
lined both walls of the halfpipe and 
crowded the base of the resort. Nearly 
10,000 school kids were bussed in for 
the event. 

The superpipe was filled and 
smoothed by Sunday to make way for 
the giant slalom. 

Several thousand students, along 
with vocal “Spirit Leaders” were also 
on hand at Soldier Hollow for biathlon. 
The phalanx impressed the European 


` press—on assignment to broadcast 


the event live across Europe. 

The snowboarding World Cup will 
air March 11 on ESPN.
